DEATH OF GEORGE WASHINGTON.
The sudden death of Mr. George

Washington occurred while the Gazette
was being put to press yesterday even¬

ing, and only the bare announcement
was made. He was seated at a table
in the Martha Washington cafe, north¬
east corner of King and Washington
streets, when death overtook him. The
deceased had ordered dinner and it had
just been placed before him when lie
became ill. Dr. S. li. Moore, Dr. \V.
A. Wartield and Dr. Llewellyn Powell,
were immediately summoned, but upon
their arrival they announced that Mr.
Washington was dead.
Mr. Washington was a son of the

late George Washington, for many years
a prominent merchant in this city. He
was about 40 years old. About 25
years ago he was severely, injured in a

railway wreck. I le was the victim of an¬
other railway accident about 12 years
ago, when he fell beneath a moving
freight train at King and Fayette streets
and lost his rieht arm. In recent years
he hail been bookkeeper for George H.
.Robinson's Sons, dealers in cement,
lime ami plaster. The body was re¬

moved to Pemaine & Son's undertaking
establishment pending arrangements for
the funeral, which will lake place at 5
o'clock tomorrow evening. Dr. Moore,
the coroner, announced that Mr. Wash¬
ington's de.-iIh w:is due to a weak heart
and exhaustion from the heat.

SUIT FOR DAMAGES.
Mr?s Alice Hallowed, of Washington

and Montgomery county, Md., has insti¬
tuted suit in the circuit court at Rock-
ville against Clarence L. Gilpin, a well-
known resident of Sandy Spring, for
$10,000 damages for false imprison¬
ment and assault and battery. Miss
Hallowed is a daughter of the late
James Hallowed, who was an educator
in Alexandria. She is a woman of con¬
ceded literary ability, and is known as

the ''sunset poetess." It is said Miss
Hallowed and two of her sisters, who
reside near Sandy Spring, had trouble
last summer, and that Miss Hallowed
was asked to return to her home in
Washington. She refused, it is stated,
and her sisters sent for Clarence L.
Gilpin. It is contended that Mr. Gil¬
pin procured a carriage and used force
to get Miss Hallowed into the vehicle,
and that she was carried to Washing¬
ton against her will.

Miss Hallowed will appear in the
.Rockvide Police Court tomorrow to

prosecute Gilpin. She says Gilpin too1'
her to Washington in U carriage and
when they reached Georgia nvenuj and
Park Road, the police were called and
asked to ''take a crazy woman to her
home." On account of her deformity
she has received countless attentions
from persons high in otlicial life.

It is said that her sister. Miss Flor¬
ence Hallowed, of Sandy Spring, will
testify on behalf of Gilpin, and support
him in his defense. Gilpin is a mem¬

ber of a prominent Philadelphia family
and a relative of a former mayor of that
city.
